Teen Molester Jailed 



A 47-year-old county man was 
sentenced Monday to five to 10 
years in the State Correctional In- 
stitution at Camp Hill for moiest- 
ing two teen-age ooys. 

William Martindaie, Kirk- 
wood, also was fined $500 and 
costs by Judge Louise G. Herr 
when he. pleaded- guilty to two 
counts of involuntary deviate sex- 
ual intercourse. 

On two counts of indecent' as- 
sault, he was placed on concur- 
rent probation for two years and 
for corrupting the morals of mi- 
nors, two counts, he was placed 
on concurrent probation for three . 
years and assessed costs and res- 
titution, including conseling for 
the victims. 

Martindaie was directed to 



take part in a sex offenders pro- 
gram. 

He was charged with indecent 
contact with the victims, ages 14* 
and 15, supplying them with beer 
and showing them X-rated movies: 
between May 1985 and May 1337..

Mic** ^ Allen Showaiter, 36 f

let hockey program, was ar- 
:ed Mav 15 on federal charges 
mailed photographs of a 15- 
r-old boy engaged in sexually 
licit activity. 

The youth has since been

Cn an otherwise unrelated 
i, state police arrested Wil- 
\ Bennett Martindaie, 46. of

jbyterian Church, 25 N. West 
Ave., where Martindaie was 



a member of the troop suppor 
committee. 

Showaiter was freed oi 
S25,000 bail, but was said to be un 
dergoing court-ordered psychia 
trie treatment on an in-patieir 
basis at St. Joseph Hospita 
Wednesday. 

Martindaie was reportedl} 
committed to Lancaster County 
Prison after he was unable to oosi 
$30,000 baH. > 
Thomas Eicher, an assistant 
U.S. attorney in Philadelphia, 
said Showaiter was arrested after 
a Philadelphia photo processing 
lab notified postal authorities that 
Showaiter had sent them alleged- 
ly pornographic photos of a boy. 

Debra A. Harris, a postal in- 
spector, filed a felony charge of 
"knowingly mailing a visual dec* 
iction of a minor engaging in sex-" 
ually explicit conduct" against/ 
Showaiter. 

Eicher said there is an ongo- 
ing federal investigation of; 
bhowaiter, who is also being in- 
vestigated by state police. , ;

Showaiter could be fined up to 
$100,000 or imprisoned for up to 10 
years, or both, Eicher said. 

Barry Swavely, director of 
the Lancaster Recreation Com- 
mission, said that Showaiter had 
been coaching three youth teams. 
He said recreation commission 
records show that Showaiter has 
been involved in the street hockey 
program since at least 1974. 

Each- youth hockey team has 
a roster of between 10 and 20 boys, 
Swavely said. Coaches are not 
paid by the recreation commis- 
sion, but Showaiter may have 
received some compensation for 
refereeing, he said. 

Swavely said the recreation 
commission had never received 
any complaints about Showaiter, 
but that in light of the charges 
against him and the allegations 
that some hockey players may 
have been involved "we have in- 
teracted with an attorney. 1 ' 

"We're concerned about it. 
Whether anybody thinks we are li- 
able, it would concern anybody," 
Swavely said. He said the recre- 
ation commission does not have a 
screening process to check 
whether individuals involved with 
youths are homosexuals. 

Swaveiy said the recreation 
commission organizes th£ sched- 
ule of games and leagues for the 
youth hockey program, but each 
team is autonomous and responsi- 
ble for recruiting its own players 
and coaches. 

State police 'arrested Martin- 
daie at his home Wednesday and 
charged him with two counts of 
involuntary deviate, sexual inter- 
course, indecent assault* and cor- 
ruption of minors. 

Police alleged that he molest- 
ed two boys, aged 14 and 15, at his 
home between May* of 1985 and 
May of 1987. Police said they 
learned of the alleged incidents 
through an anonymous telephone 
call. 

Martindaie has served as an 
adjunct professor at MillersviUe 
University, teaching courses in 
the communications and theater 
department. An adjunct professor 
is hired on a semester by semes- , 
ter basis, without tenure, a uni- 
versity source said. 

Martindaie was arraigned an* 
the charges before District Jus- 
tice Joseph Bledsoe, Quarryville, 
and committed to Lancaster 
County Prison in lieu of $30,000 
bail. 



The charges against Martin 
dale apparently are at least part 
ly connected with his activities a: 
a member of the troop committer 
for Boy Scout Troop 4, sponsorsc 
by Bethany Presbyterian Church. 

James Grossman, scoutmas 
ter for Troop 4, said some of thf 
incidents that resulted in the 
charges against Martindaie al- 
legedly involved troop members 
Troop officials learned about the 
allegations through an anony- 
mous telephone complaint, he 
said. 

James B. Kirchner, cbairmar 
of the troop support committer* 
said it was the church board tha: 
asked Martindaie to sever his re- 
lationship with the scout troop 
and that didn't happen until ; 
week or two ago. 

Kirchner said members of tl:s 
troop support committee hearc 
rumors of complaints about Mar 
tindale about six months ago, bu: 
no action was taken because the 
complaints were "just rumors' 
and came from anonymous pbonr 
calls. "It was sort of a tende:

Gary Ruffhead, assiatar.: 
scout executive with the Lancas- 
ter-Lebanon Council of the Bo} 
Scouts of America, said Martin 
dale was never a scoutmaster, bu 
had been listed as one of about i:

Ruffhead said the troop sue 
port committees typically assis 
in bookkeeping for the troop ant 
in providing transportation foi 
outings and the like.
